war munitions: 


“If any American citizens, partisans 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary, feel 
that this administration is acting in a 
way Injurious to the cause of those 
countries, this feeling results from tho 
fact that 011 the high seas the German 
and Austria-Hungarian naval power is 
thus far inferior to tho British. 
It is 
the business of a beligerent operating 
on the high seas, not the duty of a 
neutral, to prevent contraband from 
reaching an enemy. 
Those in this

sympathize with Ger­ 
many and Austria-Hungary appear to 
assume that some obligation rests on 
this government, in the performance 
oX its neutral 
duty, to prevent all

ents. No si'ch obligation exists; It 
would be an unneutral cat, an act of 
partiality on the part of this govern­ 
ment, to adopt such a policy, if tho 
executive had the power to do so. 


“If Germany and Austria-Hungary 
cannot import contraband from this 
country, it is not, because of this fact, 
the duty of the United States to close 
its markets to tho allies. The markets 
of this country are open upon equal 
terms to all the world, to every na­ 
tion, beligerent or neutral.”

London.—Tho following account by 
one of the crew of tho exploit of tho 
British submarine E-11, for which 
Lieutenant Commander Nasmith re* 
ceived the Victoria cross and each of 
hi* men the distinguished service med­ 
al, has just been received here from tho 
Dardanelles: 


“We left Irnbros one morning about 
3 and steamed toward the Dardanelles 
and dived as day was breaking, and—« 
well, got through the narrows O. K., 
arrived on the other side and saw two 
battleships. We were getting ready to 
torpedo one of 'em when they spotted 
us, opened fire 011 us and nipped, bunk­ 
ed and ran away. 


“We then journeyed on for a mile or 
two and then went to the bottom and 
seated until about 8 p. in., when we 
came up. 
It was dusk; so wo looked 
around. Nothing In sight. 
We broke 
the surface and entered the sea of 
Marmora and bumped around for a 
few days without sighting a thing un­ 
til Sunday morning, when we were div­ 
ing outside of Constantinople and saw 
a big*gunboat, and at 0:23 a. m. we 
gave her a ‘tin fish.’ 
By G:30 a. m. 
«he was no more; but before she sank, 
while she was listing over, they opened 
fire on us. 
The second shot lilt our 
.periscope and ‘done it in.* That gunner 
must have been a cool card, eh? 


“On Monday we sighted a steamer, 
came to the surface alongside her and 
told her to stop. She stopped, and tho 
men were so anxious to get clear that 
one boat capsized. No lives were lost. 
There was a Yankee correspondent 
aboard who tried to bluff; no good, 
though, 'cos an officer and two men 
boarded her and discovered she had a 
six inch gun, several gun mounting« 
and fifteen inch ammunition aboard. 
So we blew her up. 


“A few minutes after wo sighted an* 
other steamer and>t told her to stop. She 
«wouldn't. We chased her Into thp har­ 
bor, and when she was securing along­ 
side a pier we torpedoed hen 
“Soon 
after 
we 
sighted 
another 
steamer and chased her till she ran 
aahore. 
We were about to board her 
.when some cavalry came up and open­ 
ed fire. We replied and dropped a few, 
and then dived and torpedoed the ship^ 
“Next day our skipper decided on en* 
tering Constantinople. 
To make a 
long story short, we got into the har­ 
bor without mishap and fired two tor­ 
pedoes, one of which sank a transport 
loaded with troops and the other ex­ 
ploded on shore somewhere. We learn­ 
ed afterward that it caused some panic. 
The troops refused to go on another 
"transport, the shops closed, and peo­ 
ple ran up the hills—in fact, it caused, 
«uproar for a time. 


“The following Friday morning we 
saw five transports escorted by de­ 
stroyers. We banged the first and big­ 
gest one# which sank in about threo 
minutes. 


“A few days later wo went back to 
our old corner, * where we sank those 
other threo and caught a supply ship 
»apping. 


“A few days after we torpedoed a 
(German transport and then we got no 
snore blood for a time. 
On our way 
back, Just before entering the Narrows, 
.we sank another transport. That was 
oar farewell smack. 


“When we broke surface that even­ 
ing we found a mine hanging over our 
bows. 
We chucked it off as quick as 
possible, when our escort came up, 
gave us threo cheers and off we w ent 
“When wo entered the harbor it was 
dark. 
Had it been daylight the admt* 
ral would have made us steam round 
the fleet. 
All the ships we passed as 
we were making for the Adamant 
cheered us. 
The Adamant, although 
the smallest ship of 'em all, gave us 
the best cheers. 
It was good to hear 
it and to know that we had at last 
done something worthy of praise.”

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to soctlon one, 
article elgrht of tho Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Bo It resolved by the Senato and House 
of Representatives of tho Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, 
That the following amendment to tho 
Constitution of Pennsylvania bo, and tho 
same is hereby, proposed, in accordance 
with tho eighteenth artielo thereof:*— 


That section ono of article eight, which 
reads as follows: 


"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
0110 years of age, possessing tho follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo ontitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
law's requiring* and regulating1 tho regis­ 
tration of electors as the General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


"Flvst. He shall have been a cltlsen of 
tho United Stfles at least ono month. 


"Second. 
Ho shall lmvo resided In the 
Stato ono year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born cltlsen 
of tho State, ho shall havo removed there­ 
from and returned, then six months) im­ 
mediately preceding tho election. 


"Third. 
He shall havo resided in the 
election district where he shall offer to 
voto at least two months Immediately pre­ 
ceding tho election. 


"Fourth. 
If twonty-two years of age 
and upwards, ho shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month be- 
foro tho cloction," bo amended so that the 
samo shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, malo or female, 
of twenty-ono years of ago, possessing tho 
following qualifications, shall bo entitled 
to voto at all elections, subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as tho General As­ 
sembly may enact: 


First. Ho or sho shall havo been a citi­ 
zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. Ha or she shall havo resided in 
the State ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit­ 
izen of tho State, ho or sho shall have re­ 
moved therefrom and returned, * then six 
months) immediately preceding tho elec­ 
tion. 


Third. Ho or sho shall havo resided in 
the election district wliero ho or sho shall 
offer to vote at least two months imme­ 
diately preceding tho election. * 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, ho or sho shall havo paid within 
twro years a State or county tax. which 
shall havo boon assessed at least two 
months and paid nt least ono month be­ 
fore the election. 


Fifth. Wherever tho words #,he,M "his/* 
"him," and "himself" occur in any sec­ 
tion of artlclo VIII of this Constitution 
tho same shall be construed as if written, 
respectively, "he or she," "his or her/* 
him or her," and "hlmsolf or herself."

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of artlclo nino of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by tho Senato 
and House of Representatives of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of tho Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania. in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of tho eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section eight, article nino of tho 
Constitution of tho Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“Section S, 
Tho debt of any county* 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis­ 
trict, except os herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of tho taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
creaso its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law: but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per ¡rentum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author­ 
ized by law to increase tho samo three 
per centum. In the aggregate, at any ono 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debta hereinafter Incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
‘ ways for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to bo used in the con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as publio improvements, owned or 
to be* owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual in­ 
stallments necessary for tho cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded in 
ascertaining the power of tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to -A>ccome other­ 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall bo estab­ 
lished and maintained,” so that it shall 
read as follows:—' 


Section 8. Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth- 
or municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon tho assessed 
valuo of tho taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis­ 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum Upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without tho consent of tho 
electors theroof at a public election in 
sucli manner as shall bo provided by law; 
but any city, tho debt of which on tho 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation,

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to tho Constitu­ 
tion of this Commonwealth in accord­ 
ance with provisions of the eighteenth 
(XVIII) artlclo thereof. 
Section 1. Bo it enacted by the Senate 
and Houso of Representatives of tho Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That the 
following is proposed as an amendment 
to tho Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, In accordance with tho 
provisions of tho eighteenth (XVIII) arfl- 
cls thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws may bo passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring, insur­ 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
tho State, or by tho counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and interest In lands the 
titles to which aro so registered, trans­ 
ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
tho creation and collection of indemnity 
funds; and for carrying tho system ark! 
ppwors hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may be designated 
by the Legislature, and by tho establish­ 
ment of such now courts as may bo deem­ 
ed necessary. 
In matters arising In and 
under the operation of such system, judi­ 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by tho Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other oftlcers by it 
designated. 
Such laws may provide for 
continuing the registering, transferring, 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft­ 
er tho first or original registration has 
been perfected by tho court, and provi­ 
sion may bo made for raising tho neces­ 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall bo paid out of the 
treasury of tho several counties.

Sheepdog trials may be considered % 


national pastime if not a national 
sport in Australia. - There is an annual 
agricultural show in every town and 
village in the pastoral parts. There 
are general competitions on the lines 
of the American'county and state fairs. 
There are horse races, buck jumping, 
shearing, log chopping, and other 
strenuous competitions. But not one 
of these excites more interest than the 
sheepdog trials; and in these tests 
Australians have set the example of 
certain of the most serious tasks that 
a man and a dog may be asked to ac- 
complish with three strange sheep- 
sheep that had never previously met 
until they had a moment before been 
turned out from three separate pens to 
be packed"or gathered together by the 
dog. It was the Australians who first 
put forward, and they still maintain 
it, the maltese cross test. The eight 
six-foot hurdles are set in the shape 
of a maltese cross. The passages are 
of a width that wJl! permit only one 
sheep to pass througu at a time. The 
animals have to be driven north and 
south and east and west, all the passes 
being open at the time. The skill and 
patience of the dog are here tried to 
the utmost, and there can be little 
•wonder there is a gasp of satisfaction 
and a cheer of joy when the sheep 
have been successfully driven through 
these narrow ways. The Australian 
sheepdogs are the smallest in use in 
the world,'but are quick and lively in 
their work. It is no wonder that the 
Australian gives much thought for his" 
dogs, for it goes without saying that j 
the work of the sheep station could, 
not be accomplished ^without them. 
In ordinary cases it is reckoned that 
one dog can do the work of half a 
dozen men; in many instances" a dog 
is superior to 50 humans; and where 
there are such vast flocks of nimble 
sheep, such as the merinos in Aus- 
tralia are, it would be impossible to 
round them up so that they may be 
examined, counted, and duly looked 
over without the dogs.

DENIES MINE "ABSOLUTISM" 


Police Guard Young Rockefeller as He 


Tells His Ideals to Federal Com- 


• mission. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr..- testified 


before the federal commission on in- 
dustrial relations in New York in the 
inquiry into the management of phil- 
anthropic foundations and the cause 
of industrial unrest. 


Mr. Rockefeller's testimony dealt 


.largely with the 'labor situation in the 
Colorado mining section. 
Reading 


from a prepared statement, he denned 
his attitude toward labor unions and 
told why he had declined to take a 
more active part in settling the re- 
cent strike of employes of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company, in which 
lie is a stockholder, and other com- 
panies. 
He denied that he had sought or 


even wished to exercise a sort of atv 
solutism over the coal -industry m 
•Colorado, and declared he was most 
ieartily in favor of labor unions so 
long as they had due regard for the 
interests of the public. 


While Mr. Rockefeller testified a 


. police lieutenant in uniform stood be- 


hind his chair and watched the crowd. 
Scattered 
around the room were a 


number of police detectives. 


-The only coal property in Colo- 


rado in which we are in any way in- 
terested in is the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company," Mr. Rockefeller said. 
"For me to have attempted to dictate 
a policy of control the situation would 
have meant an assumption of author- 
ity far beyond what the investment 
which I represent would have justified 
and if tolerated by the management 
of that company would have been re- 
sented by the other companies m 
volved in" the dispute." In his prepar- 
ed statement he further said: 


"Labor conditions, as far as they 


are within the control of a corpora- 
tion, are matters for .which the otn- 
cers of the corporation are primarily 
responsible, and with which they, by 
reason of their experience- and their 
first hand acquaintance with the facts 
are best qualified to deal. 


"Combinations of capital are some- 


times conducted in an unworthy man- 
ner, contrary to law and in disregard 
of the interests both of labor and the 
public. Such combinations cannot be 
too strongly condemned nor too vig- 
orously dealt with. 


"Although combinations of this kind 


are the exception, such publicity is 
generally given to their unsocial acts 
that all combinations of capital, how- 
ever rightly managed or broadly ben- 
eficent, are 
thereby brought under 


suspicion. Likewise, it sometimes hap- 
pens that combinations of labor arc 
conducted without just regard for the 
"rights of the employer or the public, 


and methods and practices adopted 
which, because unworthy or unlawful, 
are deserving of public censure. 


"Doubtless 
mistakes 
have 
been 


made and conditions are still imper- 
fect 
I have no desire to'defend any 


conditions that are justly subject to 
Criticism; I only ask that the respon- 
sibility for them be apportioned fair- 
ly. As for the strike itself, its many 


distressing icatures nave given me 
the deepest concern. I frankly confess 
that I felt there was something fun- 
damentally wrong in a condition oi 
affairs which rendered possible the 
loss of human lives, engendered ha- 
•tred and bitterness, and brought suf- 
fering and -privation upon hundreds 
of human beings. 


"Without seeking to apportion, the 


blame, I determined that, in so far as 
lay within my power, I would seek 
means of avoiding the possibility of 
similar conflicts arising elsewhere, or 
in the same industry in the future. It- 
was in this way that I came to re- 
commend 
to 
my colleagues in the 


Rockefeller Foundation the institution 
of a series of studies into the funda- 
mental problems arising out of indus- 
trial relations, which resulted.in se- 
curing the services of Mr. Mackenzie 
King, former minister of labor of Can- 
ada, to direct the studies." 


After reading, his statement, Mr. 


Rockefeller answered many questions 
regarding his various interests.
